Urban Council 
Motion 


HE Sceretary of State for 
: the Colonies han stated 
that the time is inopportune 
to carry out mojor constitu- 
tional changes in Hongkong. 
Whether the Urban Council 
motion passcd on Tuesday 
can bo regarded a8 a “major 
constitutional change’’ may 
“be arguable but there is a 
hint that it {s intended as 
the first step to a major 
change, and it {js therefore 
unlikely to receive much 
consideration by Govern-! 
ment. The avowed intention 
of the Reform Club members 
js that every unofficial 
member should be elected 
and in their view a time 
Hmit should be placed on 
the duration of this conver- 
rion from appointed to 
elected membership, So that 
if this lirat step were imple- 
mented by Government it 
would set the ball in motion 
towards the further goal. 
Argument on this question 
is pointless for there are to 
be noe major constitutional 
changes at present. Why 
does the Reform Club desire 
to enlarge the electorate? It 
is reasonable to assume that 
in seeking a bigger 
_¢lectorate thix organisation 
almply desires a more 
substantial vote to back its 
own policies. Why does it 
aeck an all elected unofficial 
membership? Because, from 
the voting ot the last Urban 
Council elections, it is 
Apparont that this organisa- 
tion might well win all the 
seats, 


HE main points which 
council mambers, particu- 
larly the elected members, 
overleok (or else con- 
veniently ignore) time und 
time again in discussing 
this question of enlarging 
the electorate js that Hong- 
kong, In addition to being 
a “great world city” is a 
British colony which differs 
in o marked degree’ from 
any other British colony 
with the ponsible exceptions 
of Singapore and Gibraltar. 
It fs doubtful whether 
Hongkong can ever be any- 
thing more than {t is today 
—ana colonial outpost which 
will be controlled and 
governed by Whitehall 
appointees. As long as 
Hongkong’s present colonial 


status continues, there is a 
very definite limit to the 
amount that can be 
achieved by a political 
organisation. Inevitably it 
wil) clash—os it has 
clashed many times already 
—with Government and lead 
to frustration und an un- 
necessary apate of harsh 
worda, The elected members 
today place a far greater 
emphasis on politics than is 
necessary for the conduct of 
Urban Council business and 
far too much emphasis on 
questions which have no 
business to be mentioned in 
the council. 


HERE is another question, 
too: the “British subjects 
and persons resident in the 
Colony for 16 years” whom 
the nominated and elected 
members’ would wish to sco 
enfranchised are, as a class, 
"no different from those who 
are already allowed to vote.

Significance Of 
Molotov’s 
Early Return 


Geneva, July 8. 


The decision of Soviet Foreign Minister, Mr V. 
M. Molotov, to arrive in Geneva at least three days 
before the French and British Foreign Ministers, 
is taken as an indication of the importance he 
attaches to this second phase of the Geneva Con- 


ference. 


Mr Molotov is now expected to arrive today. 
His scheduled arrival for yesterday was, according 
to Soviet circles, postponed owing to bad weather. 
Well-informed circles suggest that Mr Molo- 


tov wishes, by his early 


arrival, to show he is 


ready to receive ministers anxious to talk to him 
and to hasten negotiations. 


As Mr 


Molotov was about to leave for Geneva, 


the head of the French delegation, M. Jean Chauvel,

head of the Soviet delega- 


tion, M. Vassili Kouznetsov.

Jet Fighter 
Crashes

FOUR KILLED 


Kansas City, July 7. 

A jet plane crashed in a 
residential aren near Kan- 
sas City’s business districts 
today, killing at least four 
people, including the pilot. 

The plane, identified as an Air 
Force F-84-F Thunderstreak, 
roared in from the nerthwest, 
clipped a smal) house with such 
foree that it collapsed, slithered 
across a street and crashed into 
another house. 

The aircraft blew up when it 
hit the second house, setting it 
ond two adjoining houses on 
fire. Before hitting the second 
house, the plane swept across a 

car Jot, dragging several 
vehicles into the holocaust with 
it. 
The body of the pilot, not 
immediately identified, was re- 
covered along with the bodics 
of three others from the flaming 
houses. 

TWO TEACHERS

in HK 


Schools 


The Deputy Director of Education, Mr G. P. 
Ferguson stressed the importance of character 


training at schools when 
Giving ceremony at the 


he spoke at the Prize 
Sam Yuk Middle School 


in the New Territories this morning. 

“There are powerful forces at work In the world to- 
day which would make us believe that there are no such 
things as truth, honesty, tolerance, freedom of thought, 
and respect for others,” he told the children, 


“Surely then it fs ab-| 


solutely vital that = good 
character training, fur from 
being neglected, should be 
of first importance in all 
our schools if we are 
interested in preserving a 
reasonable way of life. 

“It is most heartening, there- 
fore, to realise that in thie 
school, really sound = moral 
training holds such a high place. 

“In what one may describe os 
(he mass education of these 
modern times one often hears i 
suid that there Is little time to 
devote to charaoter training. The 
requirements of modern life de- 
mand the knowledge of so many 
subjects without which a yout 
who lenves school cannot find 
employment, 

“You will also hear parents 
ask why ‘their children are ex- 
peoted to waste ‘their time at 
school Jearning this or that eub- 
ject, That's not golng to get 
them a job, they will say! 

"There ix obviously something 
wrong in both these ideas, so 
let me very briefly examine 
with you the word ‘educate’. 


TWO-FOLD MEANING 


Basically bt means ‘to train’, 
But that is by no means its full 
meaning, which ts dwo-fuld—-‘to 
train the mind and the 
character’.. Idhbink you will find 


that uny dictionary will bear me 
out in this, though perhaps in 
slightly different words, 

“It 1s imposible to train the 
ming without the character. Let 
me give you a little example. 
It is not at all uncommon to 
heur ao child say, ‘Oh, I hate this 
subject, J just cannot u 
It.) Would a good teacher say. 
‘All right, my dear, you needn't 
do It any more?’ IT think not. 

“Any teacher worth his salt 
would encourage the child to 
persevere with the subject to 
the Umit of his or her mental 
capacity. So the teacher Is 
training the child not to give 
{n to diMcultles and at the same 
time trying to teach ao school 
subject. Mind and character are 
therefore being trained together, 


NO LYING 


“No good teacher will tolerate 
lying or cheating or bullying in 
his classroom, Is not this char- 
acter training? 

“If thi: side of our education 
is neglected, what sort of in- 
uence will these future citizens 
have when they get out Into the 
world? 

“It cannot be denied that they 


wlll influence their fellow men 
to greater or leeser degree. It 
6Bcems to me that they will be 
men and women who will not 
know the meaning of truth, 
henesty, tolerance, sympathy or 
respect for others. : 

“Ts that the sort of person we 
want our cducational system to 
produce? I think not, 

“You children have 
mujor *nadvantages. You have 
a good school jin the healthy 
atmosphere of the country, your 
small classes which give you 
the best opportunity to learn 
and understand your lessons, 
ond your character training is 
based on sound moral and re- 
liglous principles. These ad- 
vantages are invaluable and.I 
om ‘sure you will use them to 
the full’,

Thre Canadien priests ond 
rix Canadian ‘nuns now in 
Hanol wert withdrawn from 
Southem Bulchu Province p¢- 
fore the Communists occupiet, 
It last Week. An aged Canadian 
priaress of Buichu was Ieft be- 
hind as she was bedridden. 

United Kingdom citizens still 
In Hanof include the Conzuiate 
staff, a girl secretary, a busl« 
nessman and three journalists, 
two Australlan and two New 
Zealand journalists also remain. 

The Pakistan community, 
about 80 strong — mainly shop- 
keepers — has not moved and 
about 400 Indlans who have 
thelr own consul also appear to 
be staying for the time being. 
The Indions are mainly shop- 
keepers and merchants. 


NOT DANGEROUS
